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Continuation of 1 1 . NOTE: Applicants contend that the reference falls to teach or suggest the limitation of the present claims regarding 
non-reactive vilatile compounds. 

It is noted that claim 1 does not necessarily contain the non-reactive volatile compounds in view of recitation "...curable mixture comprises 
5% or less by weight non-reactive vilatile compounds", which means that the non-reactive vilatile compounds are "optional" because the 
amount of 5% or less includes 0. The reference contains all main compounds of the curable mixture, such as multi-functional Michael 
donor, multi-functional Michael acceptor and an anion of a Michael donor, plus the non-reactive vilatile compounds, which can be 10% by 
weight as shown in Example 31 . It clearly meets the subject matter of claim 1 in view of the word "comprising" in the line 1 , which is open 
language. 

Furthermore, the Applicants have not shown the criticality in term of the weight percentage of the non-reactive vilatile compounds in the 

specification. 

Therefore the rejection under 35 USC 102(b) cannot be withdrawn and remains in force. 
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
